JAPANESE ATTACKS BROKEN 


WASHINGTON, Monday.—Thrusts 
by the Japanese on the west coast of 


the Bataan Peninsula, in” the 
Philippines, have been thrown 
back by the United States Army, 
with heavy losses. A United 
States War Department communiqué 
gave this news following Tokyo’s 
announcement that a general offensive 
had been launched against the 
American and Filipino forces across 
Manila Bay. 

The communiqué reads: “' During the 
past 24 hours the enemy attacked the 
right and left of our troops in the 
Bataan Peninsula. These attacks were 
repulsed with heavy Japanese losses. 
This action was a continuance of the 
fighting which has been in progress for 
the past few days. Tanks were launched 
on the east and west sectors by two 
Japanese divisions, under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant-General Nara. . 

‘These assaults were co-ordinatéd 

and timed to take place-simultaneously, 
Headlong thrusts were made on the 
west coast, aimed at what the enemy 
mistakenly thought to be our flank and 


PICKED TROOPS FAIL 


‘Picked groups executed simultaneous 
attacks at several points along the 
west coast line like fingers of a clawing 
hand. Captured aerial maps showed 
the Japanese plan and the urgent 
character of the mission. In savage 
fighting in the underbrush our infantry, 
supported by artillery and mortar “fire, 
forced the invaders back to the coast. 
Those who attempted flight by sea were 
drowned. The others were destroyed 
or captured. — 

“In the east sector a Japanese 
division attempted a frontal attack and 
envelopment in the Pilar area. The 
frontal attack was made by the 142nd 
Infantry. A simultaneous attempt at 
envelopment was made by the Japanese 
141st and 122nd Regiments of Infantry. 
The frontal attack was stopped by our 
artillery fire before it got well under 
way. The envelopment was repulsed 
with heavy losses to the Japanese.” 

Of the fighting on the west coast 
General MacArthur said: “ All enemy 
thrusts On the west coast have now 
been .completely mastered. Enemy 
troops employed in this desperate ven- 
ture were his best. They were shock 
units especially trained and selected. 
They have now been entirely weaigre fox 
They resisted with the courage which 
is characteristic of Japanese troops, but 
at the end were glad to surrender. 
They are being treated with respect 
and consideration, which their gallantry 
so well merits.”

CRITICAL SITUATION 
IN BOTH OCEANS 


rEiriecir Siréidhaisl 
URGING the imperative need

the production programme was in turn- 
ing out aeroplane engines. The Nav 
would increase production to 180, 
aircraft, annually. : 

There is every indication that the 
bill will be sent to the President before 
the week-end, making 39,000,000,000 
dollars (about £9,750,000,000) appro- 
priated and authorised in the month 
for the war programme, 


FACTORY DIFFICULTY 


Colonel Knox in his testimony said : 
“We are a parently getting capacity 
for the bodies of ‘planes faster than 
we can get engines with which to ee, 
them, and we have to expan 
tremendously our engine production to 
keep up with this enlarged programme.

CARBON DIOXIDE GAS 


PRODUCTION IN THIS 
COUNTRY 


More than enough carbon dioxide to 
supply all the Irish creameries with 
essentials for refrigeration will be 
available when the new plant for the 
production of the gas from the fer- 
mentation in Guinness’s brewery has 
been installed. The premises and 
machinery are now almost completed, 
and the fear that the creameries might 
have to go without their carbon 
dioxide, which was one of the prin- 
cipal factors in urging the Government 
to initiate the project, has been 
allayed. 

At the present time barely enough 
carbon dioxide is being imported under 
licence from Britain to satisfy the 
needs of Irish industries using it, but 
this licence, which was cbtained only 
temporarily, expired last week. Appli- 
cation has been made for renewal until 
the Irish industry gets going, which, 
it is expected, will be early next 
month. 

Mr. 8. W. Aitken, managing 
director of Industrial Gases (I.F.8.), 
Limited, told an Jrish Times reporter 


yesterday that about 95 per 
cent of Irish creameries used 
carbon dioxide in refrigeration. 
The alternative to the gas is 


ammonia, which was not desirable, for 
the reason that if a leak occurs it might 
in the case of butter affect the taste of 
the product. It also would cause a 
at deal of discomfort to the staff. 
is did not occur with carbon dioxide. 
Therefore, for the good of the butter- 
producing industry, 1t was essential that 
a sufficiency of carbon dioxide was 
available here, and this fact probably

MR. UNWIN’S LETTER “TO 
“ THE TIMES ” 


Mr. Stanley Unwin writes as follows 
in The Times to-day :— 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES. 
Srg,— The question of accessibility to 
which the Librarian and Provost of 
Trinity College refer in the first of the 
two further letters you have published 
is a minor one. The restrictions— 
though possibly justified—are actually 
more severe than I had — At 
any rate, they explain my difficulty in 
ascertaining whether certain books 
delivered to the library’s agent were, 
in fact, actessible if demanded. Much 
more important is the ultimate destina- 
tion of the books and pamphlets with 
which Sir Thomas Molony’s letter deals. 
Of course, I accept Sir Thomas’s assur- 
ances, but they leave me more than 
ever puzzled why about ee? books 
chosen at random from some delivered 
a few years back were not to be found 
in the library, and completely unable 
to solve the following problem :—The 
Assistant-Librarian of Trinity College 
has recently stated in the Zrish T'smes 
that approximately 6,000 new books are 
added to the library each year. Refer- 
ence to the published figures of the three 
other university libraries which share 
Trinity’s privilege shows acquisitions 
‘by copyright '—excluding ~ periodi- 
cals and Government publications— 
averaging at least double that figure. 
There may be some quite proper ex- 
planation of this apparently startling 
discrepancy, but are not the unwilling 
donors of these free books entitled to 
have the explanation, together with a 
straightforward answer to the specific 
question: whether every book and 
pamphlet delivered to the authorised 
agent of Trinity College under the 
Copyright Act—however unimportant 
the book or pamphlet—is '' accepted 
and duly catalogued by the library? 
Even vanssagiig, BE ops Trinity College 
never buys a k or has any others 
presented to it and that every one of 
the 6,000 books added pearly to the 
library is provided by publishers, there 
would seem to be quite a few items 
unaccounted for. hen all that is 
settled I shall’ await an answer to

Callous as the sentiment may 
sound, the bombing of Belfast may 
prove to have been one of the best 
experiences that ever befell the city. 
The sight of so much destruction 
has turned the thought of intelligent 
citizens to reconstruction ; and they 
have begun to ask themselves 
whether the post-war Belfast will be 
merely a replica of the pre-war 
Belfast, or a better place in every 
respect. The city, though it occupies 
one of the most attractive sites on 
earth, certainly is not one of the 
world’s most attractive cities. It can 
show nothing comparable for sheer 
squalor with the slums of Dublin, 
but tens of thousands of its citizens 
are reared among surroundings 
which afford even less opportunity 
for the growth of body and mind. 
It is possible to take a half-hour’s 
journey by omnibus, in the course 
of which one traverses an 
apparently endless maze of mean 
streets, lined with ‘ back-to-back”’ 
houses that differ even less from one 
another than the proverbial peas in 
a pod. Those narrow streets of 
gardenless houses, airless, shrouded 
in smoke, are the worst blot upon 
Belfast, and, soomer or later, they 
must become a first charge upon an 
enlightened Government or Corpora- 
tion. Man, indeed, has behaved as 
badly to Belfast as nature has been 
kind. A century ago it must have 
been a pleasant little city, abound- 
ing in open spaces and easy of 
access. During the Victorian age it 
grew into a big city, but its growth 
was formless, unplanned and un- 
beautiful. 

To-day, its main streets are too 
narrow for the volume of traffic 
that they are compelled to bear; 
‘the acres of green space within a 
mile of Castle Junction could 
be counted on the fingers; the 
public buildings, with scarcely an 
exception, are magnificently in- 
elegant ; the sense of spaciousness is 
lacking altogether. We do not 
know if these evils can be repaired 
except by wholesale demolition— 
vested interests must be even more 
powerful in Belfast than in Dublin— 
but it seems that Mr. J. M. 
Andrews’s Government looks to a 
fairer future. Yesterday the Lord 
Mayor of Belfast announced that the 
Government had invited an English 
expert to discuss questions of post- 
war planning and rebuilding with 
the Corporation. This news follows 
hard upon a long correspondence 
in the Press, to which several 
architects, in addition to the Dean 
of Belfast, have contributed. All 
express 4 similar hope—that the 
principles of planning will be 
applied to their city as soon as the 
war is over. The planner’s task will 
not be an easy one. Whereas Dublin 
can be improved beyond measure by 
the elimination of some streets of 
tenements—which are ready to fall 
to pieces anyhow—and the creation 
of a few new roads and bridges, 
Belfast calls for far more drastic 
handling. Its complex of factories 
cannot be waved out of existence; 
its network of narrow streets houses 
more than half the whole city’s 
population. Dublin, to a _ large 
extent, began its modern life as a 
planned city: the nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries departed from 
the plan, but fundamentally it 
remains and can be restored. Belfast 
never was planned: it just grew, 
and grew wrong. Can anything be 
done about it now? That is the 
question which will be asked, and, 
as we hope, will receive a courageous 
answer. 


America’s Problem 


Inhabitants of the old world are 
inclined to regard the United States 
of America as a kind of cross between 
El Dorado and Utopia, where poverty 
is unknown,’ where everybody has a 
motor car, and the social problems 
that exercise the minds of Europeans 
have been solved long ago. There is 
a certain element of truth in this 
belief ; for there is no doubt that the 
average citizen of the United States 
is far better off than his “opposite 
number” in Europe. Yet the 
relative affluence of the American 
citizen is not all that it seems 
to be, particularly in time of war. 
Speaking before Congress yesterday, 
Colonel Knox, Secretary for the 
United States Navy, admitted that 
the Navy was finding difficulty in 
the establishment of an “all round 
the clock” production. The average 
worker in America is too well off. 
He likes his leisure, and will work 
only when he thinks fit. According 
to Colonel Knox, sixty per cent. of 
the workers engaged in naval produc- 
tion in all factories will work only 
on the day shift, until three or four 
o'clock p.m. ‘Thirty per cent. will 
‘work from then until midnight, and 
only ten per cent. will work from 
midnight until the day shift returns 
to duty. In the authoritarian States 
the question does not arise. Men 
work as they are told to work; other- 
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of expansion, there must be no | 


question of “ca' canny”; every 
worker in the Union must contribute 
his share to the national effort. We 
have no doubt that the workers of 
the United States will respond to 
Colonel Knox’s call. Democratic 
countries are apt to move slowly and 
to suffer from the sin of com- 


vinced that the: Maginot Line was 
impregnable; they learnt thir 
lesson in the summer of 1940. The 
British believed that Singapore was 
the strongest fortress in the world, 
and could not be reduced. They are 
learning their lesson now. The 
Americans pinned their faith to 
Pearl Harbour as the bastion of 
their strength in the Pacific; they, 
too, have had a rude awakening. 
The doctrine that is being preached 
by Colonel Knox is essentially 
sound. Victory in this war cannot 
be achieved by any system of 
limited liability. The totalitarian 
States are working on a basis of 
unlimited effort. Unless the demo- 
cratic nations take a leaf out of 
their book they cannot hope to 
prevail. 


Relics of the Past 


A recent letter to the Editor of the 
Irish Times, signed by a large and 
representative selection of citizens, 
drew attention to a grave danger 
which is liable to result from the 
practice of collecting large supplies 
of raw materials of all types to keep 
the manufacturers supplied with 
grist for their mills—the danger ‘of 
destroying objects or documents of 
historical importance. The case in 
point is the proposed relegation of 
tram '' No. 328” to the scgap-heap. 
This tram, the writers point out, is 
the last of the great tramcars of the 
old style, and if it should be 
destroyed, even in the interests of 
the community at large, the sole 
concrete relic of Ireland's great | 
coach-building era would be lost for 
ever. This is, however, merely one 
instance of the danger, and, although 
it would be a pity to lose so valuable 
a remnant of other times, it is not 
likely that similar situations will 
arise very often.

Several 
letters in this vein have been 
published in the British newspapers,

It is 
to be hoped that, as the writers of 
the letter suggest, the Old Dublin 
Society the Dublin Cor- 
poration authorities can come to 
some agreement about the tram; it 
is a ‘‘ veteran ” which should grace 
the walls of the National Museum.

Busy Australian Minister 


The busiest Australian Minister 
abroad is believed to be Mr. Richard

Mr. D. J. Giltinan—better known, 

pe as '“ Cusex '— tells me that 
6 is running a new series of crime 

programmes at Radio Eireann, fort- 
nightly on Sundays, in which Gabriel 
Fallon, in the character of ‘‘ Detec- 
tive-Sergeant Murphy,” investigates 
murder mysteries submitted to him 
by listeners. 

The thing is, in effect, a challenge 
to listeners to send in details of an 
imaginary murder so baffling that it 
taxes the ingenuity of the script 
writer to write a story round it. 

Listeners simply state where they 
would like the body to be found and 
what kind of person the victim was. 
In addition, they send in three 
‘clues '—three actual articles sup- 
posed to be connected with the crime- 
Detective-Sergeant Murphy does the 
rest ; and the listener whose problem 
is chosen for investigation gets the 
reward.

Sweden's New Activity 


In connection with the latest war 
extensions, the few 
neutral countries in Europe have 
received further requests to look 
after the interests of the belligerents 
in the various enemy countries. 
From the outbreak of war, the 
largest number of such applications 
have been made to Sweden and 
Switzerland. 

Sweden is at present acting as 
protective Power for no less than 
fourteen belligerent countries. It 1s 
looking after Germany’s interests in 
France, Egypt and Iran; Norway’s 
interests in Denmark: and tha 
Netherlands’ in Denmark, Germany 
and Rumania. 

Further, it is functioning as pro- 
tective Power for the Soviet Union 
in Germany, Hungary, Slovakia 
Finland, Italy, Rumania and Den- 
mark; for Finland, Rumania and 
Hungary in Great Britain: and for 
Finland, Denmark and Slovakia in 
Russia. It also watches the in- 
terests of Bulgaria in Iran, and the 
latter country’s interests in Bu!- 
garia and Rumania, as well as 
China’s in Denmark. 


Varied Work - 


After the latest extensions of the 
war, the Swedish Government, on 
the request of the foreign govern- 
ments concerned has undertaken to 
guard the interests of Japan in the 
South African Union, Hawai}. 
Burma, Ceylon and certain parts 
of India; the Hungarian and 
Rumanian interests in the US : 
Germany’s in Mexico, and, fina!!: 
to look after Mexico’s interests in 
Japan, Italy and Germany. 

To deal with ‘the comprehensive 
work that is involved in these ser- 
vices, the Swedish Foreign Office has 
had to. establish a special depart- 
ment in Stockholm, and special 
sections for this purpose -have a 50 
been organised at several of the 
Swedish Legations abroad.

CONSPIRACY CHARGE 


On charges of conspiracy: to 
Minister for Defence a yi SE isan 
odd for meat not supplied to the iter, 
Joseph Iiehir, Kilkenny, - and Private 
Thomas Higgins appeared in the dock 
yesterday in the Central Criminal Court, 
before Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy and a jury. 
Mr. M. J. Connolly, K.C., with whom was 
Mr, G. Murnaghan (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), in stating the case, 
said that a man named Bergin had the 
contract for the supply of meat to military 
units from August to October, 1940, but 
had come to arrangements with Hehir that 
he would provide financial assistance to 
enable the contract to be carried out, 
Private Higgins was a butcher at an out- 
post, and provisions were drawn from the 
Quartermaster's Stores, where Private 
O'Hara, clerk to the store at the outpost, 
would pfesent a requisition form for stores. 
The Quartermaster issued an issue and 
receipt voucher which corresponded to what 
appeared on the requisition form, and 
O'Hara would go to Bergin’s stall for the 
meat. The field raticn allowed. was 14 
ounces per person, but O'Hara requisitioned 
only on the basis of 12 ounces. The 
difference between the 14 ounces allowance 
and 12 ounces over the period from Angust 
29 to September 25 represented 4,659]b. | 
of beef, valued at £167 6/104. Bergin, 
the contractor, whom Hehir financed, made 
a claim for the full quantity of meat on 
the Minister, and Hehir was party to it. 

Private Christopher O'Hara, Quarter- 
master’s Clerk, gave evidence. and said ho 
had destroyed the documents before he was 
trapsferred in October, 1940. He said that

Hehir, a contractor in a large way in 
Kilkenny, as his (Bergin's) financier.

Pref. stock of £225,000; on the 6 per 
cent. Pref. stock of £360,000, and the 
four interim dividends paid for the 
year on the Ord. amounting to 
£3,167,701,* leaving a disposable balance 
of £2,635,129, out of which “the 
directors recommend the distribution, 
on the 12th February next, of a final 
dividend, tax free, on the issued Ord. 
stock of threepence per £1 of stock, 
amounting to 972, leaving 
£2,338,157 to be carried forward. 


POSITION IN U.S.A. 


In the early part of last year your 
directors were advised that it would 
be necessary to dispose of investments 
in a subsidiary company in the U.S. 
of America in order to provide His 
Majesty’s Government with additional 
U.S. dollar funds. It was subsequently 
agreed, however, that provided we 
could obtain by some other means an 
amount of U.S. dollars equivalent to 
what we could expect to realise from 
the sale of the American business under 
the conditions then existing in the U.S. 
we would not be compelled to divest 
ourselves of all interest in the company. 

The value of the American business 


as. &a going concern was assessed 
by experts in the U.S. at dols. 
40,000,000. After protracted negotia- 


tions our subsidiary company in the 
U.S. was successful in obtaining a loan 
of dols, 40,000,000 from Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, which is, in fact, 
a corporation sponsored by the U.S. 
Government. This loan was used by 
our subsidiary company firstly: to re- 
pay a loan of dols. 15,000,000 from 
one of the New York banks. The 
balance of dols. 25,000,000 was used 
to redeem all outstanding bond issues 
and to purchase all outstanding Pre 
ference shares and certain other invest- 
ments owned by your company. 

As a result of the transaction your 
company: received the sum of dols. 
95,000,000, which was placed at the 
disposal of the Bank of England in 
exchange for an equivalent amount in 
sterling. Your company still continues 
to own directly and indirectly the 
whole of the Ordinary capital of the 
American subsidiary company, One 
of the conditions of the loan by 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
was that our subsidiary company in 
the United States could pay no divi- 
dend on their Ordinary shares for a 
period of five years, or until at least 
10,000,000 dollars of the loan had been 
repaid, whichever is the later. It is 
to this fact that the reduction in your 
company’s income for the past year 1s 
largely due. However, as the agree- 
ment was only made in the middle of 


full effect of the restriction on the 
declaration of dividends by the sub- 
sidiary company has not been reflected 
in the accounts under review. 

While the temporary loss in income 
is regrettable, it is well to remember 
that your company has received as the 
result of the deal a sum no less than 
would have been received had your 
subsidiary company in the United 
States been sold outright, yet our 
company still continues to own the 
same interest in the Ordinary shares 
that it. held before. 

We have again had to suffer the 
effects of substantial increases in taxa- 
tion in this country, and indirectly the 
effects of increased taxation on our 
subsidiary and associated companies 
operating in various countries abroad. 
Not only have income taxes been in- 
creased, but excess profits taxes have 
also been enacted in various countries, 
which largely precluded our obtaining 
the benefit of increased earnings of our 
subsidiary and associated companies. 
Even in the Dominions taxation has 
reached such a figure that it far ex- 
ceeds the rate up to which we can ob- 
tain Dominion relief from taxation in 
the United Kingdom. 

In view of all these circumstances, 
I think you will agree that the results 
for the past year cannot be considered 
unsatisfactory. 


CHINA AND THE FAR 
EAST 


You are well aware that since the 
end of the year under review thé war 
has become almost world-wide, and the 
‘ebtlgés “ Chiná incident’’ has now 

een extended by Japan to open war- 
fare with Great Britain and the United 
States of America. This has involved 
the occupation by the Japanese of the 
whole of the coastline of China, includ- 
ing Shanghai; the occupation of Hong 
Kong and the extension of the theatre 
of war far into Malaya. China has 
always been a very important market 
for the goods of your company and of 
your associated companies in China. In 
spite of the difficult conditions that 
have prevailed in China for some long 
time past, the business of your asso- 
ciated companies in China was well 
maintained up to the time of the 
declaration of war by Japan on this 
country. 

The occupation of China and Hong 
Kong by the Japanese forces means 
that we no longer have any ' contact 
with, and for the time being can 
receive no dividends from, your asso- 
ciated companies in this area, I am 
sorry to say that this means a serious 
loss in income to your company, which 


must continue until such time as 
normal intercourse with China is 
resumed. 


One of your directors, Mr. Alexander, 
who has been in China since early in 
the war, was in Manila when the 
Japanese launched their attack: As 
far as we know he is still there. 
Another of your directors, Mr. Sargant, 
has been in the Far East since the war 
broke out. — Unfortunately he was in 
gs when the Japanese entered 
Thailand, and we have had no news of 
him since. 

While neither I nor my colleagues 
have any fears to the final outcome of 
the present world-wide conflict, persons 
more competent than I to express an 
opinion have stated that no early cessa- 
tion of hostilities is to be expected. 

In view of all the foregoing, and 
taking into account the further tem- 
porary loss in income from your com- 
ám investments in the United 

tates, you will not be surprised that 
your directors have decided to declare 
the first interim dividend, tax free, for 
the current financial year at the reduced 
rate of fivepenee per £1 of stock:
